Beginning Moon 
Photography 



PASADENA, Calif.^AP)— The Lunar Orbiter began 
its moon' photography today. Scientists said informa- 
tion radioed from the spacecraft indicated the, camera 
shutters worked. perfectly when the first 20 frames were 
snapped. They were awaiting data from Orbiter about 
the on-board processing of the film. The first Orbiter 
moon pictures were to be transmitted to earth and re 
leased to television networks, this aftern oon. Expert 
said there were unexplain- 
ed changes in the space- 
craft's orbit of the moon 
but they expected no photo- 
graphic difficulties. 

The highest point in the orbit 
has dropped from 1,158 to 1,150 
miles, while the low point has 
risen gradually from 117 miles 
to 126. 

"All we can say pending de- 
tailed studies is thai something 
is influencing the orbit we can't 
explain," scientist, Edmund 
Brummcr of the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administra- 
tion said Wednesday. 



Pioneer 7 
~Tetting~Space 
Conditions 

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
—Pioneer 7 soared through a 
long looping orbit around the 
sun today, reporting on condi- 
tions In interplanetary space. 
Its information might ease the 
way for astronauts headed for 
the moon or perhaps the plan- 
ets. 

The compact 140-pound scien- 
tific package was launched 
- Wednesday from Cape Kenne- 
dy,, speeding into an' orbit that 
will take it around the sun ev- 
ery 403 days. The orbital path 
ranges from 92 million to 102 
million miles from the, sun, en- 
abling the craft's six scientific 
sensors to scan a vast expanse 
of the solar system. 

Instruments aboard the probe 
"are measuring the solar wind, 
radiation, magnetic fields and 
other properties of space. 

The -.information, -combined 
with that received from earlier 
sun orbitcrs, could help, the 
space agency determine th'e'ra- 
- ~diatIon~ hazard — facing - moon- 
bound astronauts antf aid In 
predicting when great radlatlon- 
— producing '"solar— flares— might 
erupt on the sun. ■ 



Stock Prices

NEW YORK (AP) — Stock 
prices fell sharply late this 
afternoon as Wali Street's pessi- 
mism thickened following addi- 
tional credit restrictions by the 
Federal Reserve Board. 

Brokers said uncertainty over 
the outcome of the airlines 
strike was among other factors 
leading to the selloff. 

At 2 p.m., the Dow Jones av- 
erage or 30 industrial stocks was 
off 11.13 points at 80ff.46. 
— Tradingrpickcd-up-tts-tha-Tle- 
cline deepened. 

Trading was halted In shares 
of Xerox Corp. after it dropped 
more than $15. Eastman Kodak 
fell $2 despite a dividend boost. 

Credit has been tightened 
sharply this week, first by an 
increase in the prime Interest 
rate and Wednesday by Federal 
Reserve Board action.

War Tangle With 
Police in Atlanta 

ATLANTA, GfL-CAP)— Negro pickets protesting the Viet Nam war flashed with 
police nt an Army induction center here today, knocking one officer' to the pave- 
ment in a brief but furious ""struggle. Twenty persons were taken imo custody. 
Several policemen emerged from the encounter with ripped uniforms and one lost 
his badge and wristwntch. The demonstrators— identified as members ot the Stu- 
dent Non-violent Coordinat- 



ing Committee— attempted 
to stop inductees from en- 
tering the building. 

About 20 persons shouting 
Black* power slogans and, wav- 
ing signs were involved in the 
demonstration In front of the 
building which abuses the 12th 
U.S. Army Corps Headquarters 
and recruiting offices. 

Charges of creating a disturb- 
ance, failing to obey an officer's 
command and resisting arrest 
were filed against Larry Fox, 
22, Robert B. Moore, 21, and 
Michael Simmons, 2l, all of At- 
lanta. Fox also was charged 
with assault and battery. 

Police said they were dctaln- 

ing^fhcrrTiraaing^fiucstloniflg 

of witnesses. ' 

Police also impounded three 
vehicles belonging to the pick- 
ets, including, a panel truck plas- 
tered with Black Power stick- 
ers. Posters on the truck urged 
voles for Julian Bond, a Negro 
who was denied a seat as a 
Georgia House "member last 
January. Bond was denied . 
seat after he endorsed a SNCC 
statement protesting U.S. 
volvcmcnt In Viet Nam and said 
he admired those who had the 
courage to burn their draft 
cards although be said he would 
not burn his. 

Capt. A.C. Roberts said, the 
clash came when about 20 pick- 
ets attempted to shove their 
way past officers into the build- 
ing. .

Radiation from the capsule 
could cause qurns-^that might 
result In cancer 'or some other 
disease, the public was warned, 
A widespread search for the 
capsule was started after its 
loss was discovered Tuesday 
when a battered package sur> 
posed to contain the radium was 
delivered to the Radium Chemi- 
cal Co. of Woodside, Queens. 

The capsule was being re- 
turned to that company from 
the Gearhart- Owen Co., Fort 
Worth, which had leased the 300 
milligrams of radium to help 
chart the geological strata of an 
oil well. 

In an unrelated radioactivity 
scare, . two workmen in Glen- 
dale, Calif., found a lead canis- 
ter of radioactive material in a 
vacant lot Wednesday. The men 
were checked at a hospital and 
doctors said they suffered no ill 
effectst 

Authorities were unable to 
determine the nature of.the conr. 
tents of the canister, which was 
marked "danger-radioactive," 
A gelger counter showed the 
contents to be radioactive. Au- 
thorities sought- to determine 
whether the canister might have 
been handled by someone before 
the Workmen found it.

Niagara Springs "In" SflflUe- River Cqik 
yon is an unusual attraction, but It should 
be obvious by now that development will 
ba necessary before the area achieves 
Its potential. Theresas a start toward 
building installations under the direction 
of the late Emerson Pugmlre, Hager- 
, man. But without his interest and in- 
spiration the project has just about ex- 
pired. , 

Now it would appear others are taking 
up the work. The other day, Harley Crip- 
'. pen, representing the Gooding Chamber 
of Commerce, met* with the Wendell 
Chamber of Commerce to discuss more 
, work In the Niagara Springs area. Spe- 
cifically, Mr. Crippen pointed out the 
need for more work on the Niagara 
Springs Park and Improvement of the 
road leading into the canyon. However, 
these basic measures won't assure the 
sort iof attention that Niagara Springs 
- - must-receive-from-the-general-publlc. 
A widened, blacktopped road, although a 
project of considerable size in itself, 
should be considered essential to full 
development. 

Mr. Crippen and his associates'in the 
"Gooding and Wendell- Chambers of Com- 
merce plan to contact the- State Parks 
Department and also to try for some sort 
of commitment from gubernatorial can- 
d idates. T he idea to interest the State 
Parks "Department is an .excellent-a> 
proach. The Niagara Springs park def- 
- inltely should be incorporated In any new 
system of state parks. The area is ac- 
cessible to a good percentage of the 
population of Magic Valley. In addition, 
the setting and the. gushing spring should 
prove to be an important tourist attrac- 
tion with proper development and neces- 
sary installations. 

In building a system of state parks, 
Idaho is getting a rather late start. Per- 
haps many Idahoans still don't see the 
>*\peed for getting into the parks field, but 
visits to other states might open some 
eyes. Moreover, the demand for parks 
will be increasing by leaps and bounds 
each year, not only from Idaho residents 
but certainly from all the tourists who 
visit the state. Unless Idaho starts mov- 
ing, the state will find it's even farther 
away from a system of parks than any- 
one could imagine. 

Now that the Idaho Power Co, has be- 
come involved in construction of a steel- 
head hatchery at Niagara SprlngB, the 
firm might be interested in cooperating 
In any future development In the area. 
Idaho Power has demonstrated quite 
conclusively that it's interested In the 
park concept, although the firm usually 
builds parks adjacent to Its power instal- 
lations. One of the moro popular Idaho 
Power Co. parks is located at Twin Falls, 
for which the city was named, Heavy 
use of the Twin Falls Park shows what 
can bo added to recreation opportunity 
through park development. 

The City of Twin Falls also has n rath- 
er heavy investment in parka, both in- 
side the city and at Shoshone Falls. The 
continuing development of the Twin Falls 
pnrks system is a credit to the city. 

By the same token, whatever Idaho 
does to create nnd develop n Bystem of 
state pnrks will bo n distinct credit to 
the state.

So he broke one of the 
basic laws of legislative rela- 
tlons by getting his bill intro- 
' ™" duced by Sen. Joseph Clark, 
D-Pa„ the Senate's foremost anti-Establish- 
ment man, Instead of sending it through chan- 
nels via Sen. Howard Cannon, D-Ncv., chairman 
of the elections subcommittee. 



Establishment reacted as expected, without 
even holding hearings, the Senate Rules Com- 
mittee reports out a motheaten bill Cannon had 
been-proposlng-for- several years which con- 
cerns itself mostly with giving members of 
Congress higher ceilings on campaign expendi- 
tures. It Is a bill which reflects the Capitol Hill 
politician's neurotic fear of divulging the sources 
of his outside income.. 

Moreover, Johnson gave his bill none of the 
arm-twisting support Tor which ho is famous. 
He sent up the bill-period. There were nd urgent 
appeals to Congress to do something about it, 
no coy reminders of patronage rewards for the 
politician who votes right. Indeed, the testimony 
of Deputy At'ty. Gen, Ramsey Clark, who testi- 
fied for the Administration's bill, was replete 
with equivocation and apologetic pleading. 

TOO STRONG MEDICINE— Quite simply, the 
Administration's bill was too strong a dose of 
medicine for the Congressional stomach. It not 
only requires financial, disclosures In both pri- 
mary elections and by. state political commit- 
tees, but also would force members of Congress 
to submit annual reports on outside income and 
on gifts received with a value of more than 
$100. Under Its provisions, there would be no 
need for the Senate to investigate one of its own 
iar^legedjhmpaignjhmdJrjsggLa_^^ 
now doing In the case ot Sen. Tom Dodd, D- 
Conn. 

In this connection,, it is fascinating— In a horri- 
ble, sort of way— to consider the attitude of a 
couple of "reform-minded" members of the Sen- 
ate Rules Committee. Sen. Calibornc Pell, D- 
R.I., is one of the Senate's professional liberals, 
an expert at uttering high-minded phrases about 
cleaning out the Augean Stables. And Sen. Carl 
Curtis, R-Ncb., put thunder and lightning in 
his voice during the Bobby Baker case last year 
In demanding that Congress close the loopholes 
In/what passes forlts code of ethics. 

PRINCIPLES VS. POCKET ■ BOOK— But 'both 
Pell and Curtis voted with the majority in re- 
porting out Cannon's ridiculous bill, although 
Clark confidently had expected Pell to cast the 
deciding ballot for the Administration's bill. 
Pell's explanation was that he feared the Ad- 
ministration's bill couldn't pass the Senate, and 
so voted for a half a loaf.

Principles are tho first casualties, when 
a politician's pocketbook is involved. 

There will be more speeches, ad nauseam, on 
the necessity for legislative reform but this lat- 
est bit of humbuggery. should convince the voter 
that neither Congress nor the White House Is suf- 
ficiently interested In the subject to take any 
meaningful action. The loopholes, as Rep, Jim 
Wright, D-Tcx., points out, may "make a mock- 
ery of our ancient and inadequate campaign 
laws," but without those loopholes candidates 
might' have to turn honest about their political 
expenditures. 

And so during the past two decades Congress 
has refused to act on no less than 17 different 
proposals designed to bring integrity to the 
useless and graft-ridden setup by which men 
run for public office. Clark may have been un- 
derstating it when he called the Senate Rules 
Committee's action "outrageous." '

Japan's Fishery Agency has announced Jap- 
anese would not cease fishing within 12 miles of 
tho American shores if Congress adopts the 12- 
mllo flahing zono bill. The ngency niadu tho 
statement that "the three-mile territorial limit 
is tho established International practice anion); 
major countries of (ha world mifl any country 
which wants to extend thu limit mint ohliili, 
ngrcoment from tho countries concerned." 

A compilation obtained from Stale Depart- 
ment Btntlstlcs printed recently In The l'lnher- 
mcn's Nuws, Seattle, however, discloses that til 
nations now prohibit foreign flahing, unless by 
npecinl agreement nr exemption, within 12 miles 
or further — ranging up to 200 miles — from 
their shores.

WASHINGTON — The word 
that Richard Nixon fs starting 
his Presidential campaign and 
is soon to open a Washington 
office underscores a question 
asked here with increasing urg- 
ency: What is the alternative to 
Lyndon Johnson? 

Republicans who regard the 
prospect with nothing but dread 
nevertheless see the likllhood 
of a Johnson-Nixon campaign 
two yenrs hence.

In the 
light of the extraordinarily dif- 
ficult task of putting together 
a nationwide organization to 
round up delegates, it may al- 
ready be too late for Romney.

Changes Before Construction Ends 



THE DALLES (AP)-Rlvers 
between Bonneville Dam and 
Lewiston, Idaho, will become a 
string of lakes by 19G8. 

That's when water will be 
backed up behind- the John Day 
Dam, the biggest dam in terms 
of electric power ever ■ to be 
built by the Army Corps of En- 
gineers. Some dams have more 
power but have been construct- 
ed by other agencies. 

Before the dam Is . finished, 
two, railroads .will, change their 
routes,' four roads will be re- 
built and three towns will be 
relocated. 

So far, the entire project is 69 
per cent completed," according 
to Tom K. Brown, asislant chief 
of the Construction Division of 
the Army Corps of Engineers. 

Water behind the structure 
will' back up 80 miles, dTT the 
way to McNary Dam. 

Only the John Day Dnm, 
miles cast of The Dalles, r 
mains to be finished to form the 
chain of reservoirs Unit stnr 
with Bonneville Dam and will 
extend through The Dnlli 
John Day and McNary 
Columbia River. The lakes will 
continue through Ice llnrbor 
Lower Monumental, I.lltle Con 
and Lower Granite Dams on thi 
Snake River. 



The new dam is like many 
other such projects in its spill- 
ways, lock and wall. "But one 
third, of the cost of the John i 
Day'project has gone just for 
relocation.

Actually the Fed keeps a very 
close watch on borrowing by

Because the Fed frowns on 
such borrowings, banks hnye 
been borrowing from each other 
instead.

But many of their big custom- 
ers say. that hiking Interest 
rates usually has little effect. 
For one thing, Interest charges 
are deductible before taxes. For 
another, business firms are bor- 
rowing because they want to 
expand their plant or activities 
with an eye on making larger 
profits themselves, and are will- 
ing to pay Ihe cost. 

Would-bo borrowers ore usu- 
ally able to find a lender — if 
they'll pay the price of tho loan.
